playful habit of the “souvenir.” 


are, like Autolycus. gatherers and 


snappers up of unconsidered trifles. It is 


not a very culpable habit when it limits 


itself to such cardboard trophies as “No 
Smoking’’ and “Ladies Only”; but 
when it plays with articles of value on a 
big scale it becomes something worse than 
a nuisance. Some quite astonishing 
statistics are published of the annual loss 
which the “souvenir’’ habit inflicts on 
the trans-Atlantic shipping companies. It 
seems that a large number of travellers 
cannot tear themselves away from a liner 
without annexing something “in re- 
membrance.’’ Sentiment may have some 
thing to do with the practice, but the 
‘“conveyed’’ articles are always of a 
useful nature. Missing Jinen represents 
the most costly item. For sixteen round 
voyages during recent weeks the value of 
vanished linen was, in the highest case, 
£950, and, in the lowest, £191. The col 
lection of electro-plate is also an expen- 
sive hobby—for the shipping companies. 
One ship, during a recent round voyage, 
lost £181 in this way. When losses of 
crockery and glass, due to rough weather, 
are added, the total expense becomes really 
serious—as much as £1,462 for one liner 
in one round trip. Of course these losses 
are counted a part of the ship’s working 
expenses and increase the cost of tragel- 
ling. The light-fingered collector gets the 
‘souvenir,’ but the honest passenger pays 
for it.

TL is a strange thing that whenever the 
political situation is troubled Mr. J. H.

Sir Hamar Greenwood has replied to a 
representation from the Institute of 
Journalists, with regard to the position of 
journalists in Ireland, that he “is 
anxious to assist journalists of all parties 
in their difficult task in Ireland, and in- 
structions have been issued that every 
facility is to be accorded to them. It is 
not believed that any journalist is in per- 
sonal danger, but, if ) gape is desired, 
it will be given.” The senior officer of 


the Institute, by direction of the Presi- 


dent, had represented its deep concern 
that journalists should be safeguarded 
from unnecessary risk or hindrance in the 
discharge of their professional duties. 


While the Commons were concerned 
with a number of small Bills, which it is 
desired to pass before the end of the 
session, Lord Lee of Fareham, the Presi- 
dent of the Board of Agriculture, enter- 
tained the House of Lords to an elaborate 
exposition of the Government's Agricul- 
ture Bill. This measure, which attracted 
a very small attendance in its passage 
through the House of Commons, is likely 
to give rise to a good deal of discussion in 
their rbeco sá House, most oí the mem- 
bers of which are more or less concerned 
with the landed interests. Lord Lee 
indicated that he was prepared to accept 
any reasonable amendment which did not 
interfere with the principle of the clause 
for enforcing proper cultivation, which 
was, perhaps, the most contentious part 
of the Bill. This was the sole speech of 
the evening. as the Marquis of Lincoln- 
shire, a former President of the Board of 
Agriculture, who intends to move the re- 
jection of the Bill, immediately moved 
the adjournment of the debate, which was 
agreed to.

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FACING THE FACTS. 

The Times, in a leading article to-day, says :— 
We reported yesterday a bomb outrage that 
took place in London in the early hours of the 
morning. Fortunately the damage done was 
not great. Fortunately, too; the police do 
not appear to regard the explosion as the work 
of an organised vonspiracy, but it is significant 
how readily the public assumed that it was yet 
another Sinn Fein outrage. The re€ent fires in 
Liverpool and Bootle, the police precautions in 
Londer, the barricading of the approaches to 
Downing street, and the closing of the Houses 
of Parliament to the: public have combined to 
strengthen the impression that the Government 
are grappling with an extension to this cowniry 
of the operations of a ruthless and dangerous 
enemy. Whether thie impression be weil 
founded or not, we are convinced that the 
mty which bore more than one hundred Ger- 
manu air raids without loss of self-control or the 
a EE“ weakening of the national purpose 
will decline to be intimidated by any ie g of 
violence that Irish desperadoes can accomplish. 
Nevertheless,.there is. every sign that any fur- 
ther attempts to carry a campaign of outrage 
into England will awaken deep wrath amon 
the British people. Bripish wrath is, indeed, 
peering hot at the latest outrages in Ireland 
teelf. On Sunday night two lorries containing 
a party of Auxihary police were ambushed at 


Kilmichael, in County Cork, and fifteen 
men were foully murdered. The attack- 
ing forces, numbering from seventy-five to 
one hundred, were dressed in khaki and 


wore treuch helmets. The scale on which the 
attack wes planned and the audacity of its 
execution are a measure of the difficulties with 
which the Irish Executive are confronted. The 
murders at Kilmichael were, no doubt, the work 
of some unit of the Republican Army. It is the 
paramount duty of the Government to fight and 
to crush such enemies, and, if it can only be 
done by the internment of thousands of [rish- 
men, this country will readily authorise the 
necessary steps and readily provide the necessary 
funds. We support the Government no less 
strongly in the performance of this duty, be- 
eruse we have protested, and do protest, against 
other methods of reprisal which have been 
arlopted by servants of the Crown in Ireland. 

Labour delegation, led by Mr. Arthur

A Reuter’s Paris telegram of Tuesday says 
Tord Hardinge presented his credentials to 
President Millerand this afternoon with the 
usual ceremonial. Full military honours were 
tendered the new British Ambassador, who 
drove to the Elysée in the Presidential car- 
riage under a cavalry escort. 

Lord Hardinge, addressing the President, re- 
ferred to the sentiments of warm affection 
uniting England and France, and proceeded :— 
However great may be our joy in the victory 
obtained, we find an equally great satisfaction 
in the thought that the idealism which gave us 
the necessary strength to win now remains, 
and will for ever remain, directing the force 
of our actions. Side by side wé struggled 
against the designs of perverted materialisut, 
side by side we poured out our blood to ensure 
the triumph of justice and to preserve for our- 
selves and the entire world the benefits of 
modern civilisation. These ideals of liberty 
and justice are profoundly rooted in the hearts 
of the French and British nations, and so long 
as our two Governments derive from them 
inspiration for the guidance of théir policy, 
France and Great Britain will march together 
hand in hand towards their triumphant realisa- 
tion. It will be my duty to work with all my 
strength at this grand task, ensuring intimate 
co-operation .between our two Governments, 
based on identity of the feelings whereby 
both are inspired. 

Lord Hardinge concluded—I am not ignorant 
of the fact that on one side or other there may 
arise voices which, consciously or unconsciously, 
may tend to separate the two countries from 
one another. In endeavouring to combat these 


influences and misfortunes which might re- 
sult, I shall certainly receive your support, 
Monsieur le President.

It affectel 
the whole of the United Kingdom, and any 
sclution must commend self to the people of 
Great Britain. The second alternative was the 
present Home Rule Bit, He was convinced thai 
if Mr. Asquith had been called upon to face the 
problem, he would have dealt with it precisely 
as- the Government had dealt with it. How 
diflerent would the position in Ireland be to-day 
if both parties had striven to give expression 
to the wishes of the whole of tbe people of 
Great Britain. Lord Grey's proposal meani con- 
tinuing their government in Ireland for .two 
years and then clearing out. The Sinn Fein 
attitude towards Ulster had always been: '' Be 
my brother, or I will slay thee.” If that pro- 
ang took place the two years would be spent 
yy both parties in gathering their strength in 
order to fly at each other's throats when the 
end of the two years came Lord Grey ap- 
peared to think better of the proposal, but it 
showed to what length a good and sane man 
was driven in dealing with this terrible pro- 
blem. In his last speech, Mr. Asquith told them 
that he would grant Ireland a Navy 
only under the condition that it should he 


under the control of the British Navy. No 
one ought to know better than Mr. Asquith 


that that was not Dominion Home Rule, and 
recalled how that naval question was raised and 
discussed in the Imperial Conference of 1911. 
In all hia dealings with Ireland Mr. Asquith 
would not face the facts. The duly elected re- 
presentatives of the ~~ in Ireland poured 
the same contempt on his proposals as on the 
Government's, and we were brought again face 
to face wita the alternative of giving what was 
ie in the eves of the whole of the United 
ingdom or of saying to the people in Ireland, 


“You can have whatever you want.” Well, 
that was a conceivable policy. It would 

a very, attractive policy, but - the 
geographical ‘position of reland made 
zt impossible, except at the price 


of national suicide. 
CRIME TO BE SUPPRESSED. 

Dealing with the question of reprisals, Mr. 
Roner Law said that it would be io as reason- 
able to attempt an inquiry while the present 
occurrences were going on in Ireland as it would 
be to inquire into the conduct of a general 
while he wae carrying on his operations. (Hear, 
hear.) The outlook in Ireland was black, but 
there was no room for despair, A few months 
ago people from  Ireland—Unionists and 
loyalists—were coming to the Government tell- 
ing them that the game was up. They are not 
saying that to-day, said Mr. Bonar Law, amid 
cheers. There could be no better times until 
these crimes had been crushed; and he could 
say for the Government, and he believed for the 
United Kingdom, that, whatever it cost—not in 
money alone. but in sacrifices of all kinds— 
whatever measures were necessary for the pur- 
, this country’ was not going to be driven 
yy murder and conspiracy in Ireland. (Cheers.)

TRAPPED IN THE DUSK. | 


LIST OF THE DEAD AND 
| WOUNDED. 


A military court of inquiry into the deaths 
of fifteen members of the Royal Irish Con- 
etabulary Auxiliary Forces and a constable was 
opened at Macroom yesterday. Dr. Kelleher 
gave medical evidence as to the nature of the 
wounds. The proceedings were private. 

FUNERAL ARRANGEMENTS, 

An official report istued by Dublin Castle last 
night states :—The bodies of sixteen of the men 
murdered in the Macroom ambush will be taken 
by a destroyer to Fishguard, accompanied by 
an escort of Police Auxiaries. The bodies will 
pess with military ceremony through Cork. 

An inspection reveals that the bodies have 
nearly all six bullet wounds, and have suffered 
terrible mutilation, as though hacked with 
hatchets. No trace has been found of the miss- 
ing cadet. The ambush occurred at a sharp 
bend of the road, The bodies of the murdered 
men are at present lying at Macroom Castle. 


THE AMBUSH. 


Telegraphing from Cork last wight, our 
Special Correspondent states:—The embush 
occurred af a place named Shanacashel, about 
twelve miles from Macroom and six from Dun- 
manway, a bleak and lonely spot. On either 
side of the road are bogs, and altogether the 
place .is well suited for the purpose for which 
the attackers selected it, There is no doubt 
that the attack was carefully planned. A trench 
was dug across the soft and boggy road which 
the patrol had to pass when returning after an 
arduous day's search in a district in which they 
were looking for arms and endeavouring to make 
arrests. e ambush may sertchnty be de- 
scribed as the biggest and most terrible that 
hae yet taken place in Ireland. 

Ié appears that two lorries filled with 
Auxiliary Cadets, who are stationed at Macroom 
Castle, jefi that town early on Sunday, with 
the object of conducting searches along the 
southern countryside stretching towards Dwn- 
manway. Ji was laté in the afternoon when 
they began, the return journey. Darkness had 
already eet in, and the jonely and mountainoue 
road seemed deserted at every point. At a 
portion of it, however, near Shanacashe!, which 
is very eecluded and covered by overhanging 
trees, the Cadets were ambushed by a largo 
crowd of civilians, who, without warning, 
poured an intense fire into the lorries. | 

A SURPRISE ATTACK. 

The leading lorry ran into the deep trench in 
the road and was at once embedded, and the 
second car, which was going at a fairly fast 
rate, ran into the wreeked car, and then en- 
deavoured to back away. Tho firing was un- 
ceasingly maintained from both éides of the 
road, and the police, who were taken com- 
pletely by surprise, fell easy victims Ww the 
attack. They endeavoured Ww return the fire, 
but in the darkness that then prevailed gheir 
resistance was feeble. All of them were either 
killed or wounded, and when there was no 
further resiatance the attackpra, who, it is 
stated, numbered about 60 or 70, came out on 


the road and set fire to the lorries. It is 
believed that there were no casualties on the 
side of the civiliang, who made off with all 


the arms and ammunition. 

A visit to Macroom today was a etrange ex- 
perience The Press ropresentatives were 
“ held up ” at various points, and it was almost 
an impossibility to secure a 
crime, Our representative, was 
able to ascertain that the ambush took place 
at Gneeve’s Cross, about half-past. four o'clock 
on Bunday afternoon. The first intimation that 
anything unusual was about to occur wae given 
in the mornmg. When the pone in the 
parish were going to Mass to Johnstown they 
were warned to take a circuitous route, and 
they acted on these instructions. Nothing 
unusual wae noticed until about half-past four 
o'clock, when the two lorries, containing mem- 
bere of the Auxiliary Force, came from the 
direction cf Macroom, proceeding towards Dun- 
manway. Ii also appear that it is a usual 
thing for such a patrol to pasa along this road 


on Sunday. 
AN EXPLOSION. 

The arrival of the Auxiliary Cadeta 
crossroads wae heralded by a. loud explosion, 
and it seeme as if the read had been mined, or 
that a bomb was thrown. The firgt lorry came 
to a suddén stop, and the occupants of the 
second, which was about 50 varda behind when

they heard the explosion, endeavoured to re- 
verse the engine, with the result that ther 
lorry backed down an ineline. Shots now 
rang out from all directions, but the fring 
lasted only for ten  mizputes amj all 
became oi.

One of the occupants 
was seen to endeavour to escape, but he was 
shot down. Ii is believed he is the member of 
the party who was reported missing, and it is 
now thought that he is dead.

The wrecked and burning lorries, with 
bodies of the dead, remained at the place all 
through the night, and it was not until yester- 


day, when the men were missed at their 
station at Macroom Castle, that search patrols 
were sent out.. 

During the night a number of burninge took 
ba in the neighbouring locality. Mr. Kelly's 
nouse- near the Crose was burned down, as was 


also the tarmhouse of Mr. O'Donoghue 
further up the road. There was then apparently 
a general atiack on all the houses in the dis: 
trict, and left 
damaged. 

Our Skibbereen Correspondent, telegraphing 
lest night, saya:—The correct version of 
Sunday evening's ambush aí Cashel, seven 
miles from Dunmanway, and not near Macrbom 
as already reported, ascertained as the result of 
inquiries made on the spot to-day, is as follows :—

TWO MEN MURDERED. 


SHOCKING CRIME IN ARDEE. 


Our Ardee Correspondent, writing yesterday, 
faye :—Ear'y this morning scenes of bloodshed 
were enacted in Ardee, Two young men were 
taken out of their bells and shot dead in the 
street, The victims are Sean Carroil, an Irish 
teacher, and Patrick Tierney, son of Mr. John 
Titrney, a farmer, of Tisdale street. Both men 
were aged apparently between 30 and 36. 

The former, who resided in lodgings in the 

Main street, was taken by a band of armed 
men about one o'clock down a side street 
towards the railway station, where he wag shot 
in the body. He survived in great agony for 
some time afterwards, and his moans and cries 
fer help attracted the attention of some per- 
sons living im the neighbourhood, who went to 
his assistance, and brought the clergy to his 
side. He was conscious when Canon Lyons, 
Fathers Callan and Dolan arrived, and he was 
carried to the residence of Dr. Steen, who did 
everything possible to alleviate his suffering, 
but he expired shortly afterwards. 
' In the case of Tierney, his assailants, enter- 
ing his father’s house, took him outs‘de, and 
some perches away he was shot in the head. 
Death in ‘is case must have been instantaneous, 
as a portion of the skull was blown off. 

No motive can be assigned for the dreadful 
crime. Both the town and the surrounding dis- 
trict have been entirely free from dis- 
turbance. Both men were known to 
be in sympathy with the Sinn Fein movement, 
but they never took a prominent part in it. 
They were both peaceful and law-abiding 
citizens, 

Shortly before mid-day the remains of Sean 
Carroll were removed from the residence of 
Dr. Steen to St. Mary's Church, and those of 
Patrick Tierney are in his own home, 


SHOOTING AT SENTRIES.

In reviewing the various 
interests of the company, the Chairman said 
they owned three separate units of collicries in 
North Staffordshire, producing practically 1 
million tons per annum, which amount would 
be improved upon in a reasonable time. The 
collieries were largely to link up the company’s 
businesses and would be of great assistance to 
the shipowninz The company also 
owned very large brickworks, producing about 
half a million bricks per week, both fireclay 
and building brieks. He did not think there 
was another brickworks in the kingdom running 
on such scientific lines. A large sanitary ware 
business had also been absorbed, where high- 
class baths, sinks, etc., were manufactured. 
The next link in the chain was pig-iron, in 
which very marked progress had been made. 
No. 3 blast furnace had come into operation 
and the profits had been exceptionally large. 
In shipbuilding the company had had a very 
successful time, and the importance of this 
link became apparent when they considered 
that they.owned three of the finest cargo lines 
in the world. They had three shipbuilding 
yards, and could build and put ships into the 
water as no one else could.
